To the Citizens of Brunswick: 


It is my pleasure to submit herewith a report of municipal services in 
the Town of Brunswick for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959. 
Included are all required statements reflecting the town’s financial 
operations during this period. Included also is the annual report of 
the ‘Trustees of the Brunswick Sewer District. 


The year 1959 will be recorded as one of the most eventful in the 
recent history of Brunswick. “The Brunswick planning board com- 
pleted and recorded its first phase of a comprehensive town wide 
plan designed to serve as a guide for the most favorable development 
of the community. ‘The U. S. Government commenced construction 
of a $4,000,000 housing project on McKeen Road bringing many new 
problems to the town government. A special town meeting authorized 
the State Highway Commission to proceed with plans for the re- 
construction of sections of Mill and Maine Streets and the relocation 
of Rt. #1 from Maine Street to Cook’s Corner with the assurance 
that serious, existing traffic problems may be eliminated. Another 
special town meeting voted to authorize the selectmen to take necess- 
ary steps to build a much needed new municipal building and con- 
vert the present site to a desirable business use in an effort to strength- 
en our economic base. 


It has been said “‘that January 1, 1960 marked the end of a decade that 
has witnessed the most profound changes in municipal government 
and that January 1, 1960 is also the start of a decade of even further 
challenge.” “These words are most certainly true of Brunswick which 
has doubled its population during this period and seen many 
changes in the scope of its municipal functions. ‘That Brunswick 
has met with intelligent action the many problems of the past decade 
augurs well for this new challenge which lies ahead. 


May I take this occasion to thank employees and officials of the town 
and the many interested citizens whose combined efforts have meant 
the success of municipal programs.

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Public Works In Brunswick 


In spite of a construction season which had precipitation recorded 
on 38% of its working days, the public works department was able to 
complete nearly all of its planned work program. ‘The intensified 
maintenance program carried out over the previous two years had 
shown enough tangible results by the spring of 1959 to warrant a 
change in program emphasis. With a lesser need for seal coating and 
mulching work, more time was available to accomplish reconstruction 
projects. Nearly a mile of reconstruction on Longfellow Avenue and 
Maine Street between Coffin Street and Mere Brook was completed 
this year. ‘This section had seriously deteriorated from inadequate 
base and lack of proper drainage and had reached a condition where 
maintenance was costly and ineffective. ‘These streets were widened 
to the fullest extent possible and new grade lines were established. 
Some 14,000 cubic yards of sand and old base were removed and 9,200 
cubic yards of new gravel were added to form a base ranging from 
18” to 24” in depth. 5,581 feet of bituminous concrete curb were 
installed under contract and a new sidewalk was installed on the 
easterly side of Maine Street from Meadowbrook Village to point 
near Bowdoin Street. Also reconstructed in a similar manner was a 
850’ section of Stanwood Street between Pleasant Street and the 
Maine Central Railroad. <A drainage system was installed in this 
section where previously none had existed. 

Maintenance work this year included use of 96,036 gallons of tar 
and asphalt applied to 9.16 miles of town streets and roads. ‘Tar 
mulched was used to improve the surface of .91 mile of streets. About 
2.57 miles of new streets were paved and sealed.

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STATE AID WORK 


State aid work was continued in 1959 with the reconstruction of 
3,000 feet on River Road located between the Mel Williams Farm and 
the Lamb residence. ‘This section was widened and a new grade line 
was established requiring the use of some 7,000 cubic yards of new 
gravel base. ‘This work was done late in the construction season and 
it was necessary to defer final grading and resurfacing until the 1960 
season. “Chere remains now only a short section of River Road that 
has not been reconstructed to meet state acceptance. Some of this 
will be improved in 1960 with town funds since 1960 state aid funds 
have been committeed for use in repaving Maine Street. “The Maine 
Street project will be accomplished in connection with the Rt. 1 
by-pass work and is estimated to cost about $60,000 with the town con- 
tributing only $7,859.75 in town appropriated state aid funds. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 


The winter of 1959-60 was a difficult one in many ways. ‘The re- 
corded snowfall of 73.4 inches, while not great, was in excess of the 
20 year annual average. ‘The frequent freezing rain storms made for 
a difficult and expensive maintenance problem. Over 4,000 cubic 
yards of mixed salt and sand were used during the season and in one 
day, January 8, 1959, some 43 tons of pure salt were used in an effort 
to relieve icy road conditions. During the course of a normal winter 
the public works department will use about 2,000 yards of sand and 
some 300 tons of rock salt. The month of February was recorded as 
the coldest in 25 years and frost penetrations reached record depths. 


Many persons have inquired about the policy of plowing town 
streets late at night. It has been found that snow removal work in 
heavy traffic areas can be accomplished more satisfactorily and es- 
pecially more economically when traflic is at a minimum and parking 
has been prohibited. ‘Phe public works department is now following 
this policy whenever conditions will permit. 


TOWN ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


Town Road Improvement funds, furnished by the state, were not 
completely used in 1959. Some work was continued on the Pleasant 
Hill Road where about 10.000 cubic yards of fill from the Maine 
Street reconstruction were placed in low sections and surfaced with 
1,082 yards of new gravel. Work will be continued here in 1960 
with the hope that time and weather will permit complete improve- 
ment of that section between Church Road and Highland Road. 
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DRAINAGE 


Drainage improvements were continued in 1959 but on a much 
smaller scale compared with the three previous years work. <A 
troublesome drainage problem on Water Street was corrected with 
installation of 280’ feet of 12” pipe and 5 catch basins. The Harps- 
well Street line was extended about 136 feet to the intersection of 
Harpswell and Great Island Roads to pick up storm water accumula- 
tions there. 480’ of storm drainage pipe was installed on Stanwood 
Street as part of a reconstruction project. Minor facilities were also 
installed on Atwood Lane, Bowdoin Park Subdivision and Cumber- 
land Street near Maine. With more storm drainage being diverted 
to Mere Brook from the Capehart Housing Project Junior High 
School Site and Bowdoin Park, it was found desirable to remove cer- 
tain obstructions from this water way in the vicinity of Richards and 
Maine Streets. “The Village Improvement Association joined in this 
project by making more funds available for dredging and beautifica- 
tion of the area. Engineering and planning studies were carried on 
through the year in preparation for drainage work that will become 
necessary in the area west of Stanwood Street and South of McKeen 
Drive. 


SIDEWALKS 


During the summer of 1959 a comprehensive study of sidewalk 
needs in Brunswick was made by a public management intern, Don- 
ald Marquis, of Brunswick. The results of the study confirmed the 
need for more emphasis on the construction of new walks and re- 
construction of many existing walks. Brunswick has 17.5 miles of 
existing walk of which 10.6 miles are in need of reconstruction. ‘There 
are 13.1 miles of streets were no sidewalks exist. Estimated minimum 
cost of completing all needed work is $191,000. It is hoped that 
more emphasis may be given to sidewalk needs in future budgets. 
The 1959 appropriation of $2,500 was used to construct 3,900 feet 
of new bituminous walks and reconstruct several deteriorated sections 
of old concrete walk. 
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A New Route No. 1 By-Pass 


During December of 1959 the State Highway Commission re- 
vealed long awaited plans for the completion of a Rt. #1 By-Pass, or 
a continuation of the work done on Pleasant and Mill Streets in 1955 
and 1956. Accompanying this brief report is a schematic drawing of 
that section of the new highway to be located in the vicinity of 
Maine and Mill Streets intersection. “The work on this project will 
be commenced about August 1, 1960. ‘This stage of the project will 
terminate at an interchange to be constructed in the vicinity of 
Cook’s Corner. Ultimately the project will be extended to the new 
Carleton Bridge approach at Bath. ‘The entire project will cost 
approximately $10,000,000. 


Following a special town meeting held on February 3, 1960 and 
which gave approval to the State Highway Commission plans, the 
selectmen entered into an agreement with the State of Maine con- 
cerning town and state responsibilities during and after construction 
work. ‘The agreement provides for control of access on the entire 
section from Maine Street to Cook’s Corner and on the entire north- 
erly side of Mill Street. Also under controlled access will be that 
section on the southerly side of Mill between Pleasant Street and 
the Maine Central Railroad. ‘The town also agreed to institute cer- 
tain other necessary traffic controls during construction and _ after 
completion of the work. It was also agreed that the town would im- 
prove street lighting in the vicinity of the underpass and make avail- 
able about $7,000 in state aid construction funds to be used with ap- 
proximately $60,000 of state funds for the repaving of Maine Street. 


When completed, this new by-pass will relieve Maine Street of some 
4,500 vehicles per day and the present circulation of heavy trucks. 
It will also relieve Federal and Pleasant Streets of much heavy through 
trafic. Perhaps most important from the State’s standpoint will be 
the relief of traffic on present Rt. 1 between Bath and Brunswick 
which has reached serious proportions in recent years. ‘The select- 
men wish to take this opportunity to thank the many home owners 
and business proprietors whose properties must be removed to make 
construction possible. ‘Their understanding and cooperation has 
made the decision of municipal officials much easier. 
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Planning and Zoning 


PLANNING 


The town’s federal-state supported 701 planning program reached 
its first milestone this year when the planning board, after public 
hearing, filed a comprehensive plan with the town clerk. ‘The plan 
comprises the report of professional planners and all supporting maps 
prepared in the initial study. ‘This is in accordance with the Maine 
statute which reads “That the board shall prepare, adopt and amend 
a comprehensive plan containing its recommendations for the de- 
velopment of the municipality.” “he importance of this action is 
pointed out in a subsequent section of the statute which reads as 
follows: “After the board had adopted the plan, an ordinance or 
official map authorized by this section may not be enacted, adopted 
or amended, and public property may not be established or modified 
in location or entent, until the board has made a careful investiga- 
tion and reported its pertinent recommendations which are consistent 
with the plan. ‘The board shall make its official report at the next 
meeting of the legislative body which is held not less than 30 days 
after the proposal has been submitted to the board. ‘The failure of 
the board to issue its report constitutes approval of the proposal. A 
proposal which has been disapproved by the board may be enacted 
only by a 2/3 vote of the legislative body.” ‘The town’s application 
for federal and state funds to finance further planning studies is now 
being processed. “The scope of this second stage program includes a 
detailed study of Brunswick’s downtown area and complete studies 
of proposed industrial zones. As new conclusions are reached the 
comprehensive plan will be amended accordingly. 


ZONING 


With the aid of professional consultants the planning board has 
devoted much time during the past year to a complete revision of the 
town’s zoning ordinance. “The comprehensive plan is being used as 
a basis for this revision as required by statute. ‘The preparation of 
a zoning text and map must be accomplished with great care and is 
of necessity a slow process. “The work in this project was further 
delayed and complicated pending a final decision by the State High- 
way Commission concerning the plans for reconstruction and or 
relocation of Rt. 1 from urban Brunswick to the easterly town line. 
With this matter settled the ordinance and map are now nearing 
completion and public hearings will most likely be held during the 
spring of 1960 prior to a special town meeting for consideration of 
the new ordinance. | 
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INDUSTRIAL PLANNING 


Planning for new industry is tied closely to municipal planning 
and zoning and for this reason efforts to attract new industry are 
somewhat limited to the progress and results of the town’s planning 
program. <A thirty member industry committee of the Brunswick 
Chamber of Commerce has worked closely with the town planning 
board and the state department of Economic Development in 
Augusta. With the guidance of these groups, preliminary plans have 
been formed for the procedures to be used in attracting new indus- 
tries. As the overall planning program progresses to a conclusion, 
the industries committee hopes to have under way a well organized 
effort to obtain new industry for Brunswick. ‘This is not a job that 
can be accomplished by a few and the industries committee will wel- 
come the participation, constructive ideas and help of all interested 
citizens, 
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Police Protection In Brunswick 


For the second year in a row the police department has had a 
stable working force. During the year, Charles Berry who had faith- 
fully served the department for fourteen years resigned to enter re- 
tirement. Patrolman Calvin ‘Taylor who was on leave of absence for 
military service returned to the force taking up the vacancy created 
by Patrolman Berry’s resignation. ‘Training activities were continu- 
ed throughout the year with several officers being chosen to attend 
specialized schools sponsored by law enforcement organizations. A 
local school of 10 weeks duration was sponsored by the Brunswick 
Police Department with instruction provided by the F.B.I. and State 
police. All officers of the Brunswick Department attended these 
sessions. “The department made 503 arrests during the year 1959, 
not including cases involving juveniles. Of these arrests 151 were for 
criminal law violations and 352 were for motor vehicles law violations.

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Fire Protection In Brunswick 


Leadership of the Brunswick Fire Department changed hands dur- 
ing 1959 when G. Ernest Sylvester resigned as chief of the department 
to enter retirement. Chief Sylvester was honored by his fellow em- 
ployees for his forty-five years of faithful service to the fire depart- 
ment. He had served as chief for the past seven years. George Ga- 
mache, thirteen year member of the department and a deputy chief 
was appointed to the position of chief in October, 1959. 

The New England Fire Insurance Rating Association conducted a 
survey of our fire fighting facilities this year and announced that suf- 
ficient improvements had taken place since the last survey was made 
in 1952 to warrant a one step improvement in the rates applicable to 
specifically rated properties. “hese reduced rates should be in effect 
sometime in 1960. 

For the first time in the department’s history an organized training 
program was commenced with professional instructions supplied with- 
out charge by the State Department of Education. All regular mem- 
bers of the department are required to attend training sessions and a 
large number of call personnel have responded voluntarily. ‘The 
training program will be carried on almost continuously now from 
year to year so that fire department personnel will not only be well 
grounded in fundamentals but will be constantly aware of new meth- 
ods and equipment being used in fighting of fires. 

Chief Gamache is now planning a new system of periodic inspec- 
tions of certain buildings that should help in eliminating potential 
sources of fire dangers. It is hoped that this new program may be in 
effect in 1960.

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Civil Defense and Safety 
In Brunswick 


The civil defense organization lost a valuable leader the past year 
when Harry Lally found it necessary to resign because of private busi- 
ness pressures. Mr. Lally was honored by state civil defense authori- 
ties for his outstanding contributions while serving as local director 
for the past three years. Space here will not begin to permit a record- 
ing of Mr. Lally’s many accomplishments for which his associates and 
fellow citizens are truly grateful. Civil defense activities have been 
continued under the interim direction of the town manager and a 
volunteer staff of deputy directors. ‘Training programs for civil de- 
fense personnel have been and are being carried on. Brunswick is 
reputed to have one of the best trained warden forces in the State of 
Maine. Recognition for this accomplishment is due William Hanna- 
ford and George Crimmins and their staff of willing workers. An 
auxiliary police force of twenty-five members has been recruited and 
are receiving training under the leadership of Lieut. Mills of the 
Brunswick Police Department. 

Every citizen should be aware of his needs and responsibilities in 
the event of a military emergency. If you have become so informed, 
it is possible that you will survive a nuclear attack. If you have not 
become so informed, you should seek information from your civil de- 
fense organization through your local warden.

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Recreation In Brunswick 


In 1959, participation in the programs offered by the Brunswick Rec- 
reation Commission increased 16% over 1958, and was almost 46% 
greater than in 1957. ‘The total recorded attendance figure in 1959 
was 87,886. In 1958 there were 75,650 participants, and in 1957 the 
total was 60,260. 

Some of this increase might be attributed to more variety in pro- 
eram, increased facilities, and greater interest; but the primary factor 
contributing to the steadily increasing attendance was that there were 
more people — especially children, coming, so to speak, of age. ‘This 
fact was evident in school enrollment figures and, as might be expect- 
ed, was reflected in the Commission’s attendance figures.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, an 
audit has been conducted of the financial records of the ‘Town of 
Brunswick for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF BRUNSWICK 
January 1, 1959 TO DECEMBER 31, 1959 


An audit of the financial records of the ‘Town of Brunswick has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959. ‘The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained by the 
Selectmen, ‘Tax Collector, ‘Treasurer and other municipal officials. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. ‘The results are in- 
corporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 

The cperations of the town showed a gain of $30,877.00 for the 
year which was accounted for as follows: 


Actual Revenue Over Estimate $22,484.45 
Departmental Balances Lapsed 8,392.55 
Gain for Year $30,877.00 


The actual revenue amounted to $166,484.45, as compared with an 
estimate of $144,000.00 for the year. The additional revenue was re- 
ceived principally from group insurance dividends, and excise and 
supplemental taxes. ie 

Unexpended balances in ite public works, education, fire depart- 
ment and general government accounts were the major factors con- 
tributing to the net unexpended departmental balances lapsed. Over- 
drafts occurred for the most part in charity and education accounts. 
The overlay exceeded abatements by a small amount. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $457,436.56 was verified by reconciliation of 
statements furnished by the depositories, direct bank confirmation and 
by count of petty cash. ‘The cash was segregated as follows: 


General Fund $ 62,848.21 
School Building Fund 393,100.04 
Bank Street Parking Lot Fund 107.54 
Recreation Department 415,14 
Petty Cash Fund 300.00 


THOME LEE $457,436.56 
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Accounts receivable amounted to $14,733.39 and contained for the 
most part current year’s reimbursable charges. 

Taxes receivable totaling $60,431.77 consisted principally of current 
year accounts of $56,641.01. The balance of $3,790.76 represented 
prior years’ accounts dating from 1954. 

Other general fund assets included tax liens and tax acquired prop- 
erty amounting to $3,949.55 and $9,703.61 respectively. 


LIABILITIES 


The unpaid balance of the school sprinkler system contract amount- 
ing to $3,090.00 was the only stated general fund lability. 


RESERVES 
‘The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance of 
$18,716.77 representing various operating account balances and an 
overdraft carried forward in accordance with legal requirements 
and/or by authority of the municipal officers. 


Other reserves included special funds for Junior High School con- 
struction, storm drain construction and other minor accounts. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $92,295.02, an increase 
of $29,008.22 for the year. The change was occasioned principally by 
the net unexpended departmental balances lapsed and the excess of 
actual revenue over estimate. 


DEBIT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the outstanding notes of $220,200.00 and bonds of 
$994,000.00 which are to be retired in future years. 

New bonds totaling $310,000.00 were issued in 1959 for the con- 
struction of a new Junior High School, and notes amounting to 
$15,000.00 were issued during the year towards the construction of a 
new town building. 

The sinking fund reserve of $19,647.68 is comprised of the unex- 
pended balance of funds received from the Towns of Harpswell and 
Topsham for their share of high school alterations. 

The bond and coupon redemption account balance of $5,229.00 
represents coupon interest due January 1, 1960 for which payment 
has been authorized. 
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TRUST FUND 


Trust funds held by the town totaled $138,355.06 at the year end. 
This amount contained principal accounts of $128,526.85, a net profit 
of $5,339.23 on exchange of securities, and unexpended income of 
$4,488.98. The funds are invested for the most part in various 
stocks and bonds. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS 


The equipment replacement fund of $18,589.53 and the parking 
lot fund of $1.00 are on deposit in various local banks. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The departmental operating accounts showed an_ increase of 
$133,573.69 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Larger appropriations in public safety, highway, and 
educational accounts were the principal factors contributing to the 
increase. 

‘The departmental balances carried forward increased by $13,573.68, 
as compared with balances at the start of the year, ‘This change ap- 
peared principally in public safety and public works accounts. 


GENERAL 


The townspeople authorized the use of parking meter revenue for 
parking meter maintenance and public works expense. 

Recommendations concerning accounting procedures and control 
were submitted directly to the town manager and departmental offh- 
cials for their attention. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
furnished by the depositories or by direct bank confirmation. Exter- 
nal verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the cor- 
rectness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expendi- 
tures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks 
were examined for a selected period. 
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Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of receipts re- 
tained by the collector. Debt, trust, and capital reserve fund transac- 
tions and investments were examined. Surety bond coverage was re- 
viewed. Education account balances were checked with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

The town clerk’s records were checked, as pertained to financial 
operations and licenses and fees, as were police department records 
pertaining to parking fines and bicycle licenses. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accompany- 
ing statements and supporting information present fairly the finan- 
cial position of the town at December 31, 1959, and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended.

Attention to the 3 Rs, or Improving the Curriculum 

This year has witnessed special attention to our curriculum in a 
number of different ways. In January, Mrs. Connie Greene, who has 
served as a teacher at Longfellow School for six years, became a Read- 
ing Consultant for all the elementary school grades. This has en- 
abled us to approach our reading program more uniformly with 
greater advantage to all classes. With someone assigned to this im- 
portant area, both achievement and difficulties can be evaluated more 
quickly, thus making the work of each teacher more effective. 


Arithmetic Adoption 

Whenever it has seemed to consider a textbook adoption, we have 
tried in some way to utilize teacher participation in the evaluation 
and choice of the text for the subject under consideration. The pro- 
cedure in this instance was to use volunteers, Two teachers were 
chosen from each elementary school building. This team* met with 
the representatives or consultants from twelve publishers, two meet- 
ings a week, over a period of six weeks. Tape recordings of the meet- 
ings were made and studied. Before the final recommendation was 
made to the School Committee, a visit was made by Miss Rasmussen 
to an evaluation meeting in a town where one of the publisher’s books 
had been adopted. This meeting was also taped. The Committee 
did a very thorough job, — a service above and beyond their regular 
duties. Their recommendation was accepted by the Superintendent 
and School Committee. 


Mathematics and other Clinics 


In addition to the arithmetic adoption in the elementary grades, 
which was followed up by a two day workshop on September 3rd 
and 4th, before classes began in the fall, other subject matter clinics 
at the secondary level were held. These included mathematics, his- 
tory, English and foreign languages. Resource people for these areas 
were drawn from Bowdoin and the University of Maine.

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Curriculum Reports to School Committee 

Matters of the curriculum come automatically to the attention of 
the Superintending School Committee in the course of its work. 
However, wishing to keep more completely in touch with the work 
of the schools, the Committee has assigned a part of each regular 
meeting to a report on some facet of the school curriculum. 


The Citizens Advisory Committee 

This Committee set up by the Selectmen at the request of the 
School Committee has made two partial reports during 1959. “The 
first of these reports was reviewed by both Committees in joint ses- 
sion. ‘The other, which came when budget work was under way, was 
acknowledged for the help it might give the School Committee with 
its work. We feel that this Committee has rendered a worthwhile 
service in its capacity of studying and reporting on many facets of the 
school program. ‘Their work is appreciated. 


High School Accreditation 

Up until the past few years high schools in Maine have been classi- 
fied by letters A and B. Actually, being a Class A high school had 
very little meaning in terms of the academic standing of the school. 
This situation is being corrected by a process of accreditation in 
which each school is placed on a self-study basis, followed by a visit 
from a team of qualified people drawn from the State Department and 
from other schools. Brunswick High School began this study in 
1959. ‘The visitation team is due in April of 1960. Some of the im- 
plications for meeting the criteria for accreditation are to be found 
in the 1960 budget. ‘he improvement of library facilities and services 
are among the requirements. Brunswick has been working steadily 
in the direction of these improvements over a period of years. Some 
relief from the condition of crowding at the High School with the 
opening of the Junior High will assist us in achieving the accredita- 
tion goal. 


Junior High 

When school opened in the fall of 1959, the eighth grade moved 
into the center section of the new Junior High building. ‘This 
marked a step in the realization of planning which formally got under 
way in 1956, when a Building Committee* was chosen to work with 
the School Committee in solving our school housing problem. ‘This 
center section, voted by the ‘Town in July of 1958, enabled us to

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utilize Federal funds which would have otherwise been lost to us, at 
the same time, provided us with rooms enough to carry on until other 
funds became available. 

By January of 1959 it was evident that the coming Capehart pro- 
ject and enrollment growth from Federal impact would make us 
eligible for a sizable proportion of the cost of completing the Junior 
High. An article was placed in the warrant of the 1959 Town Meet. 
ing to provide for Brunswick’s share of the financing. We were able 
to award the contract on the 5th of June to the successful bidder, 
Camillo Profenno Company, of Portland, Maine. With schoo] in 
session in the center section, workmen have been busily at work con- 
structing the two larger sections of the school plant. Construction is 
scheduled for completion before school opening in 1960. 


Junior High Principal 

This is a year of complete transition for the Junior High people 
and program. ‘The group is divided among three buildings: Coffin 
School, Shop-Garage and the completed section of the Junior High 
building, which is huddled between two full scale construction Jobs. 
The program itself had to be temporarily modified to permit the 
shop-garage to be used for regular classroom work and for home 
rooms. 

These conditions and the job of getting a staff and equipment for 
the fall program, including the 9th grade, indicated need for our 
Junior High Principal at once. Mr. Frank Bouges was chosen to 
take over this task. He took up his work September Ist. 


Administrative Personnel 

With the addition of the Junior High building and land, the 
Brunswick school plant will have about doubled since 1950. The in- 
sured value of the buildings will exceed $2,000,000.00. The care and 
proper maintenance of these buildings and the mechanical equip- 
ment has become more than an incidental summertime program. 
Without preventive maintenance, costly repairs result. In June it 
was our good fortune to share the services of Mr. Norman Shippee, 
who became the clerk-of-the-works for the Brunswick Memorial Hos. 
pital and the Junior High buildings. Because of this work, his time 
with us has been limited. However, he has taken charge of our 
buildings and grounds maintenance program and has been in charge 
of bus conveyance. In this capacity he has been most helpful in the 
preparation of the parts of the budget pertaining to those areas.

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Report Of The 
Brunswick Sewer District 


The year 1959 saw many decisions and much progress made in the 
Brunswick Sewer District. Contract negotiations with the First 
Naval District concerning service connections to the McKeen St. 
Capehart site were concluded in August after nearly a year of meet- 
ings and discussions. Plans by the State Highway Commission to 
reconstruct sections of Mill and Maine Streets and to extend recon- 
structed Rt. #1 over the site being reserved by the District for future 
treatment facilities have created problems which are requiring care- 
ful consideration by the ‘Trustees. 

‘The matter of providing service to the Capehart housing is not 
confined to that immediate area. It became evident that the volume 
of new sewage to be generated there would overload the present 
capacity of the Maine St. Pumping Station and also require additional 
carrying capacity in the main sewer line located in the vicinity of 
Pine Street and Bath Road and in the outfall line located between 
Jordan Avenue and the Androscoggin River. It has been known that 
these facilities would, at some future date, be outmoded by the normal 
growth of sewage volume and replacement reserves had been created 
to meet these construction costs. Since the requirement of Capehart 
housing would make these renovations immediately necessary, a re- 
quest for financial assistance from the Federal Government was made 
by the Trustees and the request was granted. 

By contractual arrangement with the Federal Government the same 
rate charges paid by other District customers will apply to Capehart 
housing. In addition, the contract provides that the Government 
will construct, at its own expense, all the sewerage facilities within 
the project limits. “he construction of a connecting line between the 
project and So. Stanwood St. as well as the necessary reconstruction 
work outlined above is to be jointly financed with the Federal Gov- 
ernment paying for two-thirds of the total cost. ‘This is substantially 
the same arrangement that is made with private developers when 
anticipated revenues will justify the District’s investment. 

At this time, work has been completed on Columbia Avenue exten- 
sion, connecting the Capehart system with the trunk sewer on So. 
Stanwood Street. “This work was done under contract with Harry C. 
Crooker, who was low bidder, at a cost of $32,170.00. “The work in- 
volved laying 2,085 feet of twelve inch asbestos cement pipe. Also, 
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near completion is the laying of 800 feet of 18” asbestos cement pipe 
in the Pine St.-Bath Rd. area. Contract price for this work is 
$45,294.00. Plans and specifications for necessary renovations at the 
Maine St. Pumping Station and reconstruction of the Jordan Ave. 
outfall are now being prepared so that bids may be called for in the 
early Spring. ‘The estimated total cost of all the above projects is 
$165,000.00. 

Most serious of the several problems involved in the reconstruction 
and relocation of Rt. #1 is the division of Sewer District land being 
reserved for future location of treatment facilities. Officials of the 
Sewer District are receiving the cooperation of the Highway Com- 
mission in this matter. Independent consultants have been engaged 
by the Commission to study and recommend a solution to this prob- 
lem. ‘The study is now in progress and we are confident that plans 
will be worked out to the mutual satisfaction of all interested parties. 
Plans are also in progress for the sewer renovations that may be 
necessary in the areas of Maine and Mill Sts. due to reconstruction 
and repaving work that will take place. The underground photo- 
graphic survey made of this area two years ago has become an inval- 
uable aid in planning this work. 


Sewer District personnel completed several smaller projects during 
the past year: Laterals serving Bowdoin Park and the new Regional 
Memorial Hospital were completed with the laying of 247 feet of 
10” a c pipe and 435 feet of 12” a c pipe. A 180 foot section of 
8” sewer was replaced on upper Maine Street prior to street recon- 
struction work done by the Town of Brunswick. 

Submitted with the report are Auditors’ statements reflecting the 
financial position of the Brunswick Sewer District as of Dec. 31, 1959 
and other related information. The Trustees meet regularly on the 
second Monday of each month at 4:00 p-m. and welcome the atten- 
dance of anyone wishing to discuss any problems with them.
